Cincinnati, May 10.—Joseph Ben- 


son Foraker, former United States 
senator from Ohio,1 lawyer, 
orator, 


soldier and citizen, died at bis home 
•here, today, aged 70 years. 


Former Senator Foraker .bad lieen 
iir poor health since his retirement 
from .the Senate in 1909 but it was 
not until two weeks ago that he -was 
forced to his bed and his condition 
was not considered critical until last 
night. 


Mr. Foraker was twice elected and 


likewise twice defeated in races for 
the governorship of Ohio, while lie 
served two terms 
in 
the- United 


States Senate 
from 
1897 to 1909. 


He had the honor of presenting the 
name of, William McKinley to the 
Republican National • convention in 
1896 
and 1900. 


Born on July 5, 1846, on a farm 


near Rainsboro, 
Highland -;'coiirity/ 


Ohio, Mr. Foraker pursued liis edu- 
cation through various Ohio institu- 
tions and in 1862 enlisted as a pri- 
vate in A company, 89th regiment, 
0. V. I., and served until the close 
of the Civil war when he was mus- 


tered out with the rank of first li'eu- 
tenant and brevet captain. After the 
war he graduated in 1869 from Cor- 
nell University at Ithaca, N. Y., and 
began the practice of law in Cincin- 
nati. In 1882 he was elected judge 
of the superior court here and in 
.1883 was nominated on the 'Repub- 
lican ticket for governor of Ohio. He 
was defeated by former. Governor 
Bishop, but two years later, 
with 


the-backing, .of John Sherman, 
then 


United States senator from Ohio, he 
was elected and was re-elected in 
1887. 
He accepted the nomination 


for a third term in 1889 and went 
down to defeat in the great 
land- 


slide against his party in that year. 
He resumed his practice of law in 
Cincinnati but was considered at ail 
times a political factor. In 1897 he 
became United States Senator from 
Ohio, succeeding Calvin s. Brice. 


The only ac'tive part, taken.in pol- 
itics by Senator Foraker since his 
retirement from public life was his 
candidacy for the Republican nomi- 
nation for United States Senator at 
the last primary election. He was

WAS IN DANGER 


New York, May 10.—Fire broke 


out early this afternoon in City Hall 
where yesterday the French commis- 
sion was received. 


The fire broke out In the cupola 


of the historic edifice about 12:45 
o'clock and tne indications were that 
it Bad gained considerable headway 
ten minutes later. 


, The whole building 
had 
been 


wired for electric lights for the il- 
lumination in connection with the re- 
ception to the French commission. 
It was thought possible the blaze 
Was caused by defective insulation. 


. The blaze was not under control 


.16 minutes after it began and the 
thick 
volumes 
of 
smoke 
which 


poured out indicated that the fire 
•*as of 
considerable 
proportions. 


The water from the firemen's hose 
was flooding through the building 
and it was feared that much, dam- 
age would be done to paintings and 
other historical objects. 


Flames five minutes later sud- 


denly burst from all sides of the 
cupola. 


The City Hall was erected mor« 


than 100 years ago and is regarded 
as one of the most beautiful pieces 
of architecture in the country. 
It 


contains many priceless relics of his- 
torical significance to the city and 
the nation. The architect was John 
McComh. 
Construction began in 


1803, and it was completed in 1S12. 


The Stars and Stripes flying from 


the llag pole surmounting the cupola 
was rescued. 
On the floor just be- 


neath the cupola were stored away 
. historical ^relics including paintings 
of great 'value and furniture which 
onoc was used by the first United 
Stated senate. 
Police and firemen 


hastened to remove these treasures 
to a place of safety.

Prom a Staff Correspondent of the 
Associated Press On the 
French 
Front In France, Wednesday, May 
9.—"Sorry we saw only one German 
bird—and he made oft quickly."

made by 10 Ameriean aviators on 
their return this evening from-a long 
search extending from St. Quentin 
to Craonne.
